my honourable friend hae paid a very 
gratefal compliment to the mover and 
seconder of the address, in which I 
altogether agrée. My hon. friend did 
not travel very far, however, 
those whose efforts he thus apprecia- 
ted. He has something on his mind 
which came out almost immcdiately 
after he began, and that something 
has to do with the result of the late

<4 a, a white Canada,” meaning 
that British Columbia should be pre- 
served as a home of the white race. 
To this-opinion, to this fact, we on 
this sitle of the House have no oppo- 
sition to offer, and to it we take 10 
exception whatever, But, sir, we dif- 
fer altogether as to the means hy 
whieh this-end-is to be attained, The 
policy advocated by the opposition 
in, British. Columbia, advocated with 
greater emphasis last election than 
ever, and forced upon the leader of 
the party opposed to us and by that 
leader at last reluctantly accepted, 
is to prevent the immigration of Asi- 
files into British Columbia by hostile 
egislation.

tion in saying also that I do not at- 
tribute the attitude of British Colum- 
bia in its passionate desire for a 
white man’s country to anything like 
prejudice—prejudice of colour or of 
anything else. No; I recognize that 
the origin and cause for the feeling 
which prevails an@ predbminates in 
Britishs Columbia is to be found in 
economic Jaws which would: produce 
the same result iii any other place in 
which thé conditions wére similar to 
those.of British Columbia. The races 
of Asia, whether they be Japanese cr 
Chinese, East Indian, have beem tor 
many generations, as we know, sub- 
jected to despotism which has reduc- 
ed them to a condition of penury. in 
their lodgings, in their food, in their 
garnients, ‘they are content with the 
most simple necessaries of life which 
can be supplied with only a fraction 
of theewages necessary to maintain 
a workingman in Yespect@bility in 
this country. So, when these races 
come to this country in such large 


numvers as to compete with white +a- 


bour, they accept wages so low that 


they create at once an economic dis- 


turbance. And all economic disturb- 
ances are far-reaching in their con- 
sequenees. Sir, if that were the only 
aspect of the question, it would he 
easy of ‘solution according to our 
friends from British Columbia. But 
ihere is another aspect of the, ques- 
tion which, unfortunately, is tod often 
forgotten, and’as to this aspect of the 
question. I would especially ask the 
attention of our friends from British 
Columbia, Our neighbors on the Pa- 
cific coast are next door, so to speak, 
to those very Asiatics whom we are 
now asked to treat with so much con- 
tempt. The Asiatics have lain dor- 
mant for ages in respect, to civiliza- 
tion, but they. are now . awakening 
fromr their lethargy and adopting 
western methods and western modes 
of living. They offer immense facil- 
ities for trade, and we see the greatost 
commercial nations of the world, Eng- 
land, Germany and the United States, 
vieing with each other in order to ob- 
tain a share of that commercial abun- 
dence. 


Asiatic Trade 


Now, sir, what should be our atti- 
tude in regard to that matter? Should 
we not seek to obtain a share of that 
ebundance? Should we not take every 
possible advantage that our propin- 
quity gives us over our less favoured 
competitors? It is sufficient to put 
the question for the answer to suggest 
itself. I may say that in this duty 
we have not been remiss. Shortly, or 
immediately, before the construction of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, we 
took measures to extend it across the 
continent to the Paeifie Ocean in o- 
dey to reach the Asiatic trade. This 
parliament acting im conjanetion with 
the mother eountry, subsidized # line 
of steamers in order to engage in that 
trade with Asia. That service has 
been’ well performed during. the last 
twenty years by the Canadian Pacifie 
Railway Company. Their steamers 
have ‘been ploughing the ocean during 
ell these years between British Co- 
Jumbia and Japan and China, and 
from these countries back to British 
Columbia, Well, sir, some five years 
go Japan invited the nations of the 
eerth to a world’s fair. We were urged 
to take part in that fair, and we did 
so. Just before the fuir was conelud> 
“ad we were deluged with petitions 
coming from all parts of Canada: ask~ 
ing us to make a treaty with Japan in 
order to obtain, if possible, a share «f 
the immense trade that would devel- 
op with that country in the future. 
‘We negotiated a treaty and laid it be 
fore parliament. It was received in 
this House without a word of dissent 
or critieism, Our friends opposite 
were eagér for it, but we knew there 
was a difficulty, and that difficulty 
was with respect to Japanese lniimt- 
gration. At that time we hed an une 
derstanding with the Japanese governs 
ment; aceomplished through the Jap- 
anesé consulate here, to the effect that 
the Japanese government themselves 
would undertale to restrict their own 
immigrants. Unfortunately after the 
treaty had. been ratified there was :n 
influx of Japunese immigration into 
Pritish Columbia, as if the treaty had 
superceded the understanding 
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j come 


Wesurmise what they were 


‘Sent one of our colleagues to Japan to 
protest. He had no difficulty in get- 
Ving the Japanese authorities to agree 
that they woul respect the under 
standing we had entered into with 
them, and that they themselves would 
restrict immigration from Japan to 
this country. « matter came up for 
teview in thie House. We presented 
our policy to the House, and it was 
uot accepted by the opposition. The 
opposition held, on the contrary, that 
instead of having a, treaty we should 
take the matter into our own hands 
and restrict al) Asiatio. immigration. 
My hon. friend the leader of the oppo» 
sition, moved this resolution: 

“THat this House, whilst expressing 


its rofound rppreciation of the 
friendly intentions and = courteous 
assurance of the Japanese. gov- 
ernment, and whilst declaring 
ite sincere desire fot the most 
cordial relations with the Jap 


anese people, desires, nevertheless to 
record its strong protest against a 
policy under which our wage-eart- 
ing population cannot be protected 
from destructive invading competi- 
tion, exeept by eutreating the for. 
bearance and aid: of a foreign gov- 
ernment, 

Mr. Borden's Views. 

We did not endorse these views, 
for the obvious reason that if the 
object were to restrict Japanese im: 
migration to: Canada, and if that 
could be done either by legislative 
enactment in this parliament or by 
friendly action on the part of the 
Japanese government themselves, we 
would prefér that it should be done 
by the voluntary action of the Japan- 
ese government. I would ask the 
leader of the opposition, why should 
we—TI will not put it on the ground 
of international comity, but on the 
ground of our own self interest—why 
should we hurt the feelings of a 
friendly nation when that nation was 
wi ting to do what we wanted le* 
do? Sir, this was the position we 
took, and the position was so strong 
that I was not at all surprised when 
I saw my hon. friend the leader of 
the opposition aceept that position, 
both for himself end for his party, at 
the opening of the last general elec 
tions. At that time IT was not sur- 
prised to see that the opposition had 
to our way of thinking. In 
that debate I used these words, speak- 


I have no hesita-, ing of the Japanese government: 


“If they fail to carry out this under- 
standing that we have with them, 
then we shall have the power our 
selves to put an end to the treaty. 
But that will be done only in the 
last resort, only when every method 
of conciliation has beeti exhausted, 
only when every other has 
been tried and failed.” y 

This was so reasonable a proposi- 
tion that IT was not at all surprised 
that my hon, ‘friend, at the opening 
of the campaign, practically accept- 
ed it.

But he had an ambas- 
sador to the people of British Col- 
umbia who spoke for himself and the 
party te which he belongs. One 
of the candidates in British Colum- 
bia was a gentleman whom I am very 
glad to see in this House—as the 
constituency has to be represented by 
a Tory,though I would much _ prefer 
to see it represented by a Grit—T 
mean the constituency of Vancouver. 
The gentleman who vow represents 
the City of Vancouver. and whom I 
see before me, eccepted the nomina- 
tion, but accepted it with some com- 
punction, some hesitation. In order 
to be absolutely sure of his ground, 
and before finally .conmitting him- 
self, he came east to interview the 
leader of the opposition, and obtain 
from him certain pledges in respect 
to this question and another one. 
In a speech delivered in the City of 
Vancouver iby Mr. Cowan, the Con- 
servative candidate, on the Ist of 
October last, as T find it reported in 
the Nows-Advertiser, he used this lan- 
guage: 

“Tf went east and have returned, 
and T speak with the authority, not 
only of thet leader, but of that 
party that will, after October, con- 
trol the destinies of Canada.”
